Anyone who has occasion to drop into criminal court very 
often mu t get the depressing thought, now and then, that one of 
the chief olio. Icrs against our laws never gets into the dock as a 
defender. 
Ail rn; mer of people come before the judge for sentence in 
the course of a year. 
Bi t Society itself—the framework that all 
cf us have built up to work and live by—never comes to trial 
And sometimes it is very cuipaoic. 
The other day a 17-year-old Now York boy was arrested 
for taking .$60,000 worth of jewels u rn the apartm ent of a Park 
avenue millionaire. 
This youth worked for a firm of interior decorators as a 
sort of errand boy. 
In that capacity—-he had held the job three 
years—he entered the homes of the wealthy nearly every week. 
His salary was $13 a week, and ho gave $10 of it to his mother to 
help support the family. 
The remaining $3 were all his own. 
His theft seems to have been impulsive and stupid. 
More 
out of curiosity than anything else, he opened a wall safe in this 
apartment, saw a glittering pile of jewels and pocketed them. 
Frightened and perplexed, h< had made no attempt to turn them 
into cash when arrested. 
A New York newspaper, describing the case, remarked: 
“He lives on a run-down street between warehouses, cheap 
shops, garages, tenements and old dwellings from which the paint 
is 
Tho street meets Park Avenue beside a railroad yard 
. A In his squalid home a reporter found his mother weeping. She 
cia nut aho vv w ii at sue was going to do now, she said, as he had 
been her chief support ever since he left school.” 
There is no use, of course, in getting sentimental and soft­ 
hearted about youthful jewel thieves. 
But wnen you mime ox u il 
youngster’s life, and remember how, at 17, he was the chief sup­ 
port of a family, living in a miserable neighborhood and being 
( bilged, almost daily, to look on the ostentatious wealth of Park 
avenue, it makes you wonder. 
Ought not our society, which puts its Park avenues so mad­ 
deningly close to its stifling tenements and turns boys of 17 into 
$13-a-week breadwinners, to admit at least a part of the responsi­ 
bility in this case? 


OLD SOLDIERS’ F A T E - 


When Henry C. Boas reached his 90th birthday in New 
York the other day the newspapers sent reporters to talk to him; 
for he is one of the few men now living who served in the cavalry 
brigade of General George Custer during the Civil War, and it was 
supposed, quite naturally, that he might have some interesting 
tales to relate. 
The reporters found that he spends much of his time in the 
rooms of a G. A. R. post, whose walls carry many pictures of army 
iii- arui Civil W ar days; and Mr. Boas, pointing to the pictures., 
remarked that “they sort of symbolize all that's left to me now.” 
And that, very likely, is a thing that could be said by nearly 
all old soldiers, of every nation and every generation. 
It repre­ 
sents at once the sadness and the glory of the life of the old war 
veteran; the fact th at he has soul-stirring memories, and little 
besides, to carry him through his last years. 
Perhaps that is why there is always something faintly 
pathetic about the surviving graybeards who fought in the Civil 
War. 
The one great event of their lives took place right at the 
beginning. 
Nothing that ever happened to them afterw ard could 
compare with it. 
How could the triumphs and stratagems of 
business or professional life impress a man who rode down the 
.siifcuctiiuuHxi w an rmeriuan, or struggled across tne vvnuernes^ 
•with Lee, or sailed the far seas on the Alabama? 
Such a man, 
from the time he left the service, was doomed to live in the past to 
the end of his days. 
So it has been, very likely, from the earliest clays. 
One 
i .ui imagine, in ancient Greece, the far-away look in the eyes of 
the old men who had gone to the sea with Xenophon; the elderly 
farmers in Italy, a little later, whose stubby swords had tielpeu 
Caesar conquer Britain; the decrepit pensioners of the middle ages 
who nad trooped to Asia Minor with Richard or St. Louis; the 
aging Frenchman of less than a century ago who remembered 
marching to Moscow with the Grand Army. 
Every age has such men ; out-moded w arriors who see their 
battles siip into the background and who treasure keepsakes—old 
pictures, or rusty swords, or battered old helmets—as symbols of 
all that life has left them. 
For that is the fate of the Old soldier.

that text-books quickly grow out of 
date and must be supplemented by a 
constant flow cf current information 
presented comprehensively and with­ 
out politica motive, The plan includes 
the free distribution of materials for 
debates as well as class room discus­ 
sion and the organization of model 
Congresses in tho high schools and 
round table conferences in the colic.'
